The whole number of children in town between the ages of 
five and sixteen is 83. Girls, 31; boys, 52. The whole number 
that attended our town schools is 56. Girls, 22; boys, 34. 


Average daily attendance for the year, 42. 
Whole number of tardy marks, 36. 
Number of visits by School Board and others, 292. 


The average daily attendance is much larger than for many 
years, thereby giving us a long roll of honor; and it zs an honor 
to those that find their names on the list. During the past year 
four teachers have taught in the several schools. Miss Caler re- 
signed at the close of the spring term, and Mrs. Philbrick has had 
charge of the Corner school the remainder of the year. Miss 
Chase and Miss Lawrence have been with us as teachers for sever- 
al years. We think our schools will compare favorably with those 
of past years. The children have been quiet and orderly, and 
have made good progress in their studies—especially in reading 
and spelling. They also do very well in drawing. They have 
made booklets of Maine, New Hampshire, Yellowstone Park, Japan 
and Holland, which are well worth visiting the schools to see. 
They did their best, and we think they did well. If they could 
receive even a little instruction in drawing and painting, of course 
it would be very beneficial to them. Miss Lois Holmes visited the 
schools and kindly assisted them in their booklets of Yellowstone 
Park—which was of material help to them. Their work in Mental 
Arithmetic shows that they have been well taught. We really miss 
the old Colburn’s Arithmetic, and think it would be of much bene- 
fit to place it in our schools again. Go and visit the children in 
their schoolrooms and see what they are doing. It will be a help 
to them, to their teachers, and to yourself as well.
